SPEAKING OF PEACE ON EARTH. 
There is not as much of peace and good will to- 
day as we'd like, but there is more than there was 
this time last year, and a great deal more than 
there was two years ago. There is prospect of a 


great deal more next year. We are not despairing | 


nor dismayed, merely unsettled and uncertain. 

We have not got on our feet as easily as we 
thought we would. To say it more accurately, we 
haven't got off our stilts as gracefully as we hoped 


we might, We cannot say that we took pains in- 


telligently to do so. We are probably as well off as 
we deserve to be, but not as well off as we might be. 

In fact, we are at peace. We have some soldiers 
on the Rhine and in Siberia and elsewhere. They | 
are few in numbers and even on the Red front they 
are not fighting. They get into trouble with their 
allies from time to time, but we are not at were in 
reality. 

In legal fiction we are, and tt is a fiction thor- 
oughly bad for the nation. The government tried 
to apply the fiction to the coal strike and brought 
law almost into disrepute by doing it. The fiction 

‘may be asserted. That does not make it a fact. 
The government, through. Attorney General 
Palmer, obtained an injunction against the strike. 
The basis of this injunction was that the country 
being at war required the services’ of coal miners 
plied. ‘ 

The law which was applied was a wat: law, It is 
not suitable to peace times. The proceedings be- 
sun under it were not proper in peace. The na- 
tion is, except in legal fiction, at peace and that 
fiction was used to break a coal strike. | 

It was instantly an absurdity. The leaders of the 
miners bowed to the law and called the strike off., 
The strike went on just the same. When law. 
makes itself ridiculous it has damaged the nation. 
Law did make itself ridiculous. 

Thére is too much disrespect for law in this 


country now, and to cultivate more of it is bad. movement for production. 


The legal fiction that we are at war cultivates it. | 
We ¢annot be false in principle and procedure and 
get good results. 
"We are applying the legal fiction that we are at 
war to keep the country dry until Jan. 16, when the 
prohibition amendment becomes effective—if the 
courts do not stop it. The prohibition amendment 
“is an attempt to prohibit the use of liquor and it 
follows the lawful procedure of the country. | 
War time prohibition does none of the things it 


asserts as purposes and serves none of the ends} . 


for which it is designed. It rests upon the legal 
‘fiction that we are consuming grains, money, and 
men in combat. We are doing no such thing and 
yet we have a law with a specific purpose used to} 
accomplish other purposes which are not at all in | 
its proclaimed intent. 

That is dishonesty. If the Jaw wil! not be on the 
square, who will be on the square with the law? 
The American Citizen violates the war time prohi- 
ition law every time he wants to and he thinks 
nothing about it. He holds the law in contempt. 
Tt is a cheat. It is a bad thing to have cheating 
laws and cheating citizens, but if contempt for law. 
is cultivated by disregard for the purity of law 
there will be cheats and cheaters. It corrupts the’ 
nation. 

Why have we the fiction of war this Christmas 
when we have the reality of peace? It is the fault 
of President Wilson. In his attitude as autocrat of 
the United States he has made it impossible thus 
far for. the country to declare that its war with 
Germany and Austria is over. 

He tried to nullify the constitution of the United 
States, to abrogate articles of it, to amend it by his 
dictum and acts; and without the consent of con- 
gress and the state legislatures. He attempted to 
rewrite the organic law of the United States and 
he was stopped. Because he was stopped the 


country cannot rid itself of the fiction that it is ) 


at war. 

Mr. Wilson’s assertion of autocratic power was 
a rare episode in American history. The United 
States has the best system of government its 
founders were able to devise. It is executed by 
men elected by popular suffrage and responsible 
to the voters. He sought to transfer the power of 
government to committees, to 
mittees.
